A DUBLIN ORPHANAGE

The annual charity sermon in aid of St, 
Saviour’s Orphanage, Lower Dominick street, 
Dublin, was preached at the 12 oclock 
Mass yesterday in the Church of St. Saviour, 
Dominick street, by the Rev. B. Costello, 
O.P., who said that the work of looking 
alter seventy boys in the orphanage had been 
undertaken by the Rev. Father Dowling, 
O.P., whose wish it was to endow the 
orphanage. 

Appealing for support for the orphanage, 
the preacher said that’ only when they came 
to the poor with the love of God in their 
hearts‘ could they minister to them in the 
proper «spirit. Our Divine Lord associated 
others in this work of healing. He sent his 
beloved apostles to heal the sick. He wanted 
them that day to share in the good work. 
There were hospitals and orphanages that 
needed help. When they gave to those places 
they helped the sick by putting medicine and 
professional skill at their disposal. 

He said that the current expenses oí St. 
Saviour’s Orphanage. were very. heavy, and 
all. the work was at present being done by 
one man—Father Dowling, whose heart was 
in his work because he loved the boys. No- 
where he believed were boys so well looked 
after.
